THAT "VICTORY" 


Reported from St. Petersburg Doesn't 


Pan Out—Conflicting Stories—Re- 


port Not Confirmed. 


St. Petersburg, Fob. 25.—2:12 a. m. 


—Reports of a Russian victory at Port 
Arthur were current late yesterday 
afternoon and early in the 
evening, 


and about midnight they seemed to 
have been definitely confirmed; but in 
the absence oE an official announce- 
ment, which is momentarily expected 
the stories of the dimensions oi this 
victory were most conflicting and con- 
fusing in character. 


The most circumstantial report was 


that the Japanese attempted to shut 
ap Admiral Starks' fleet in Port Ar- 
thur by E'nking two stone-laden VP=- 
sels the entrance of the harbor, em- 
ploying the tactics which were con- 
sidered, out not executed, by the late 
Admiral Sampson, TJ. S. N., with the 
jlerrimac at Santiago during the 
Spanish-American war. 


According to this account, two Jap- 


qneseships appeared off the 
harbor 


with a fleet behind them and ostensi- 
bly in pursuit. 


The Russians, however, suspected a 


ruse, and their ships steamed out, 
sank the stone-ladon vessels, engaged 
and def»ated the enemy and drove 
ihm off. The reports of the loss in- 
flicted, however, are conflicting.

§500,000. 


The force of the explosion was ter- 


rific, and was felt- for a distance of 
ten miles. Nearly 
every business 


house in this ular.e suffered the de- 
struction, of its plate glass windows, 
and hundreds of dwellings in all parts 
of the town suffered. Buildings ad- 
jacent to the faetory-kand residences 
across the street were badly damage?! 
and their occupants more or less in- 
jured. 


A report was spread that more than 


100 workmen about the refinery had 
been killed by the explosion, and this 
aggravated the situation. 


Among the spectators were dozens 


whose relatives were employed m the 
works, and, frantic wives and children 
fearing that their husbands and fath- 
ers had lost their Ihes, went bitterly 
c^ they implored all they met for in- 
formation. 


That the loss of lifo was not great- 


er is regarded as wonderful by the 
workmen who escaped. From. 2? to 
50 men were employed in the building 
rt the time of the explosion. Many oC 
these were buried in \vreckage in that 
section of the building known as the 
c"ry starch house, and as auieTHy as 
they were drawn out they were taken 
to the hospitals in vehicles pressed 
into service for the occasion. 


The Warner company is one of th° 


largest independent concerns in the 
world, and the construction of the 
factory has not yet been completed.

tion. Seldom has the public Been so 
taken into confidence by a corporation, 
in the courts or otherwise. The facts 
ret forth in the answer present nu- 
merous subjects ot general public in- 
terest, not the least of which is the 
discovery that this Ohio railroad al- 
eady has the- most competent equip- 
ment in. the world for the coal-cairy- 
cg trade as compared with any rail- 
•oad oi' the same mileage. 


The Johnson, company is owned by' 


the Johnson Brothets, mine operators' 
in Athens conntv. The present case 
•aises the interesting question as to 
whether a railroad corporation in this 
state may be forced to lay tracks and 
operate switches av. ay from its main 
lines to distant points, and provide 
equipment for transporting coal, in or- 
ler to accommodate the demands of 
prospective mine operators so situated 
The Johnson suit seeks to enforce a 
policy ot tins chaiacter on the part of 
the ra'lroad. It may be readily seen

It was allowed to take its place 
on the calendar instead of being push- 
ed to third reading under suspension 
of the rules.

' One newspaper printed an extra re- 
lating the victory based on a meager 
telegram from London, but as the 
Fight wore on without official confir- 
mation the crowds disappeared, ex- 
cept from 
around 
the newspaper 


offices. 


These remained thronged with offi- 


cers and others who were resolved to 
await the

announcement. 


News of victory was accompanied by 
two stories, one that after the first 
decisive Russian victory the emperor 
would offer peace and the other that 
Japan had deposed the emperor 
of 


Korea and formally 
annexed that 


country.

VICEROY ALEXIEFF 


In Dispatch *o Czar Tells What Hap 


pened ir the Japanese Attack 


of February 23. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 25—2:4o a.m — 


A telegram from Viceroy Alexieff to 
the Czar says: 


"At a quarter before 3 o'clock in 


the morning of February 23 numerous 
Japanese torpedo boats attempted to 
.attack.the battleship Hetvizan and 
sink large steamers loaded with in- 
flammables. The Pvetvizaa was the 
first to observe the torpedo boats, and 
opened a strong fire on them. She 
^was supported ~by the land batteries. 
She destroyed two steamers near the 
entrance of the harbor; they "were 
coming directly toward her. 
One of 


them went on the rocks near the light- 
house on Tiger Peninsula. The othei 
sank under Golden Hill. The Retvizan 
observed four steamers in a sinking 
condition, and eight torpedo boats de- 
parting slowly "to rejoin the waiting 
Japanese warships. A portion of the 
crews of the Japanese vessels were 
drowned. 
The grounded steamer .is 


still burning. The ~enemy is observed 
in th'e ofling of Port Arthur in two 
lines. 


'•The Japanese crews saved them- 


j<Jves in boats, and it is possible that 
eome of them were picked up by the 
enemy's torpedo boats. 
• 


' "I am proceeding to examine the 
coasts. The entrance of the harbor 
is open. I attribute the complete de- 
angement of the enemy's plan to tha 
brilliant action and destructive fire of 
the Retvizan. Floating mines are still 
visible-in the roadstead. I have re- 
called the three cruisers sent in pur- 
suit of the enemy, in order, in the first 
place, to clear the roadsteads of float- 
ing mines

al comes in "dimension, size." and is 
purchased in~carload lots from any 
<=ource it is offered. # is the best 
lickory, sawed into straight lengths 
of probably 20 feet The first process 
s planing this material, after whicL 
it is cut to size, 
and 
then goes 


through the most important, although 
really simple, process of bending- A 
large steam vat is used, into which ths 
engths are placed and allowed to boil 
all morning. 
They are then taken 


out and bent over st^el forms, into th' 
desired shape. After this they are pol- 
ished on sandpaper drams. 


The "bench," which is used to give 


the runner height, is then attached
